Thirdly, there is the type of life 
that thrives in this eountry as it is, 
primarily insects and in particular 
mosquitoes, that join hands with the 
aforementioned obstacles to repulse 
the efforts of man. 


Too Many Obstructions. 


Nothing can he done about 
mate and the other obstructions 
bound up in the jungle land and 
innumerable inseet jinenhators 
it harbors. One plausible solution to 
the problem of clearing the jungle is 
wholesale saw milling. However, this 
proposal meets the difficulty inherent 
in the nature of the jungle itself. 
There are many species of valuable 
timber to he had but the trees do not 
grow in groups and to secure any size- 
able amount of any given kind it is 
necessary to take one tree here and 
the next wherever it may be found, 
which might be several hundreds vards 
away with almost impenetrable growth 
separating the distance, 

From the information

A great bronze eagle that rested 
once on the prow of the battleship 
Georgia has been melted in the flames 
of a sculptor’s furnace and the metal 
will reappear in new form soon as a 
lasting evidence of what federal relief 
has done for artists in Georgia.

Stanton is made to speak of Lincoln 
as the “low cunning clown in the 
White House” whose administration 
was noted for its “imbecility;” and 
Pratt describes Stanton as a “man of 
iron, who solved all problems by rule 
of mathematics and a violent tengue;” 
while Judah P Benjamin “spun end- 
less iridescent cobwebs of theory and 
argument.” Benjamin F. Butler who 
was a “prohlem on two legs ...A 
classic example of a bartender poli- 
tician, with one eve and that bleary, 
two left fee: and a genius for get- 
ting them into every place.” Hawes’ 
would-be inaugural address as gover- 
nor of Kentucky was “tripe.” Salmon 
Pr. Chase was a ““Poo-Bah.” Mrs. Lin- 
coln made the President sleep on the 
“mad couch’ in the hall after she 
learned that he had heen kissed by 
the Princess Salm-Salm. 

Pratt calls cavalrymen mere “ras- 
cal manure spreaders.” Franz Sigel 
was a “patriotic but uninspired dump- 
ling from Missouri.” Andrew John- 
son was “equally distinguished 
his addiction to strong waters and 
his Lish oratory politically a 
kind of winged amphibian monster.” 
Jefferson Davis is said to have dis- 
his quartermaster general 
eause the latter made remarks about 
Mrs. Davis’ figure. The governor of 
Massachusetts is reported to have 
asked that the martyrs of Manassas 
he “tenderly preserved in ice’ and sent 
home. Such are some of the many in- 
formal passages taken from the book. 

But if such language is informal 
note the unorthodox treatment of the 
Civil War in the following para- 
graph: “What followed was the great- 
eat campaign in American history, one 
of the greatest in any history, poa- 
sessing for the military student the 
same passionate thrill of inspired 
performance as a Beethoven symphony 
for the musician or a da Vinei por- 
trait for the painter.” 

Mr. Pratt writes military history 
in the vein of a thriller and sueceeds 
as few men have done in making it 
hoth interesting and realistic. It has 
been years since the reviewer has read 
a hook which gripped him so deeply 
that he dreamed about it at night. 
This one had just that effect on him. 
The reader will find few dates and 
statistics, Such things are left in the 
hackground or are omitted altogether. 
The book is informal, impressionisti¢ 
deeply interesting.

BARRY CORNWALL—A biography 
of Bryan Waller Proctor. With a 
selected collection of hitherto un- 
published letters. By Richard Wil- 
lard Armour.

Bryan Waller Proctor (1787-1874), 

better known by his pseudonym of 

tarry Cornwall, is remembered, if re- 
membered, by his verses 

The sea! the sea! the open sea! 

The blue, the fresh, the ever free! 

Perhaps his daughter Adelaide has 
a better basis in posthumous fame 
on the score of “The Lost Chord.” 
But Barry Cornwall was a person of 
importance in his own day. He was 
a minor poet who had the misfortune 
to write too pat to the sentimental 
taste of his own generation, and who 
outlived almost ail his admirers. He 
was also the friend, or at least the 
privileged acquaintance, of all the 
foremost literary figures of his long 
life-span. Go where you wil among 
the Knglish poets and prose writers 
of the nineteenth century, sooner or 
later you will encounter Barry Corn- 
wall, a silent but a welcome guest in 
all cireles, 

He was Byron's schoolfellow at 
Harrow. In London Leigh Hunt intro- 
dueed him to his friends, Lamb, Haz 
litt, Coleridge and Keats. He was on 
terms of kindness with 
man not easy to he friendly with, and 
with Carlyle. 
as Hawthorne and Longfellow sought 
him out eren in old age and retire- 
ment. Dickens,

His few formal contributions 
to the quarterlies are not impressive, 
hut I have been constantly surprised 
by the remarkable rightness of the 
oehiter dieta which are strewn through 
his letters, as well as hy other judg- 
ments reported by his biographer. 
Krom the varied evidence furnished 
by this hook it would say that Barry 
Cornwall came nearer than any other 
figure of the [.ondon literary world 
to anticipating the verdict of posteri- 
ty on the writers of his day. inelud- 
ing himeelf. If this observation is a 
true one, it furnishes the hest of rea- 
cons why an interest should he revived 
this forgotten poet of the last

heeause Lee did not see Antiefam as 
Pratt does. Jackson i8 pictured as a 
man with a “old, fishlike eve’ who 
caused J.ee’s failure wipe out Me- 
Clellan’s forces at Gaines’ mill by re- 
maining apart to pray rather than at- 
tacking when ordered, then repeating 
the performance at Chichahominy. 
Later Jackson desired to strip na ker 
‘1 December and charge Hooker and 
Burnside when their forces were de- 
moralized. J.ittle is said of the Lee- 
Longstreet controversy after Gettys- 
burg. but the latter etands out as an 
able leader. 

Sheridan. Thomas, Sherman and 

Grant are Pratt's favorite Union com- 
manders. Thomas is seen not only 
as the rock of Chickamauga but also 
as a hammer at Chattanooga and a 
rapier at Nashville. Sherman is de- 
fended against the charge of barbaric 
warfare even though he prophesied the 
destruction of Columbia and said the 
people of South Carolina desereva 
all they would get. At Atlatna Sher- 
man is compared to a “trapeze per- 
former suspended over nothing at the 
end of a single wire of railroad.” 
Pratt cannot find words adequate 
sing Grant's praises. Grant ent 
wires fo prevent the orders of his 
superior from reaching him and Pratt 
for it while criticizing the 
Confederates because of their lack of 
obedience. Grant's western campaign 
is pictured as a brilliant though easy 
victory over great odds but with lit- 
tle opposition from the Contederstes. 
Grant drank but Pratt condones him 
heeause he succeeded. Stanton propos- 
ed to jgsue “an order 
sobriety with fine and imprisonment” 
and Lincoln wanted to know 
brand that he might send “a 
rel of it to the other generals,” 
thinks Grant's campaigns are the 
“most flashing strokes on record” and 
Grant stands out as one of the great- 
est generals of all history. 

The author finds the explanation of 
defeat of the Confederacy not in 
of numbers and over- 
whelming weight of materials, but in 
ite own inherent weakness as a gov- 
ernment and in the superiority of the 
Tnion and ite machine-like organiza- 
tion and army.

Catherine, The Portrait of an Em- 
press, is the best biography for the 
general reader that I have read in’ 
several years. It is excellently writs 
ten and holds interest the entire length 
of the book. It is frank but not sen- 
sational. It gives a personal inter- 
pretation and yet inclu'es enough his- 
tory to make a satisfactory back- 
ground, 

The story of this fascinating mon- 
arch has been told by another fasci- 
nating woman, and it is this probably 
that produces such a sati sfactory re- 
sult. Gina Kaus is an Austrian play- 
Wright, novelist and editor with a 
Story of success in each field. This 
is Fran Kaue’ first biography and 
she was drawn into writing it because 
of a fellow feeling with this other 
successful woman. 

She was fascinated by the contra- 
dictions of Catherine's personality; a 
woman who was drawn in- one direc- 
tion by her desires, her ambitions, and 
in the other by her ideals. rer wis- 
dom ; and who yet showed the se- 
renity of a completely integrated per- 
sonality. Frau Kaus sought a key 
to this mystery, and Strangely enough, 
she found a hint of it in her own 
childhood.

ATHENS, Ga., Sept. 7.—()-—Ex- 
pressing himself as ‘well pleased’ 
with intormation gathered so far in a 
nation-wide survey looking toward a 
planned agricultural program tor the 
United States, Henry Wallace, secre- 
tary of agriculture, left here today aft- 
er a conference on the southern farm 
Situation, 

The secretary came here Thursday 
for the third of his regional confer- 
ences with agyicultural experts and 
educators. 

The first such conference was held 
recently at Ames, lowa, for the middle 
west, Other meetings were held at 
Logan, Utah, for the far west, and 
here, for the south. Next week, agri- 
cultural leaders will meet at Storrs, 
Conn., to discuss the eastern agricul- 
tural situation. 

As expressed by some of those at- 
tending the conferences (which were 
executive) the general idea is to gath- 
er detailed information about agricul- 
tural activities for the entire nation. 
lt is expected the study will go down 
to each county, and then to each 
farm, in the United States, to give the 
farmers a picture of what is needed in 
the nation from their farm, soil, grow- 
ing conditions, markets, ete., consid- 
ered. 

The secretary, in keeping with his 
announced intention on arriving here 
to refrain from discussing details of 
the conference, declined to say what 
took place specifically at the meetings 
He did say that no definite rec- 
were made. He said 
also that he felt such meetings at 
which facts are scientifically exam 
ined are the only means of developing 
simple, definite and direct agricultural 
adjustment programs for the coming 
years.

“When Senator Russell recently, for 
the second time, defeated confirmation 
of President Roosevelt's nomination 
of P. T. Anderson Sr. for the Macon 
postmastership, it was atated edito- 
rially that there would he another and 
inside story of the subject. 
Senator Russell was mad at me and 
vented his anger on P. T. Anderson, 
it ia fitting that I write the story. 

“Karlier presentation of it did not 
appear propitious because of possible 
embarrassment to others concerned. 
Now, that it is a closed chapter in 
that a successor has been appointed 
by President Roosevelt, subject to 
blocking by Senator Russell, on 
grounds of personal obnoxiousness and 
the position of Senator Russell that 
the President does not know what is 
good for him, the inside story appears 
apropos, and is presented herewith. 

“Kugene Anderson, the oldest of the 
three. obnoxious Anderson boys, had 
operated the Georgia-Alabama RBusi- 
ness College in Macon for about 30 
years. (©m hia own initiative he con- 
cluded he would like to be postmaster 
of Macon, when Mr. Roosevelt was 
in 
due form. I had previously secured 
Senator George’s approval of Nelson 
Mallary for the place. Congressman 
Vinson decided to recommend Eugene 
Anderson for appointment. He closed 
out his interest in the business college, 
and Vinson reported that when his 
name was presented to the President 
by Mr. Vinson, the President was told 
that he was a brother to W. JT. and 
P. T. Anderson. Mr Vinson stated 
that President Roosevelt said he ha: 
wanted to do something for his “old 
friend, Bill Anderson,” and that he 
was very happy to appoint the broth- 
er as postmaster.

United States senator to vent his per- 
sonal spite he ought to get the bene- 
fit of it before the voters of Georgia: 
that such venom ought to earry so 
far that it would make Russell insist 
upon reduction of his salaty to the 
extent that Anderson tax money con- 
tributed to it; that it was difficult to 
conceive of any public official having 
such feeling and hatred of a fellow- 
citizen and taxpayer; that it was a 
warning to all Georgians that if they 
opposed Russell they had better not 
let him find it out. 

“Howell wrote te Russell and 
withdraw his opposition, to make thé 
graceful gesture as to rubbing out 
old scores, to permit confirmation, 
and the resignation of P. T. as was 
desired. Russell replied that he couid 
not abandon the position he had taken, 
but he saw no reason why Mr. An- 
derson could not resign at that time. 

“Two months later Russell maneuy- 
ered to “oblige” the Andersons by 
having the VDresident’s appointment 
brought to the senate, where he finally 
stated his objection and removed from 
the Macon postmastership a man who 
had been desiring to give up the job 
for over a year. 

“For this the senator has the thanks 
of the Anderson boys. He didn’t grant 
the relief in the way it was desired; 
but relief is relief, and we are grate- 
ful, whether it was rendered in spite 
or in love. 

“This story is told that the public 
may not get the idea that the Ander- 
son boys or the Macon newspapers 
have any regrets over giving up the 
Macon postmastership. We are not 
going to violate our obligation to the 
readers of the Macon papers to give 
them the truth in news reports, wheth- 
er it is for us or against us, nor to 
do anything but give them honest edi- 
torial comment upon daily events. 
This editorial opinion may not always 
be intelligent, but it will be earnest 
and honest, 

“And this policy will not be altered 
for Senator Russell or anybody else, 
no matter what sort of a job the all- 
powerful may have to offer for a 
change of front. We are running 
newspapers, with public interest as the 
first consideration—and if we are un- 
fortunate enough to get into politics 
through the back door or otherwise, 
it ia not going to affect what we 
write of publie matters and men. 

“No word in spite or yiciousness or 
unfairness shall appear against Sen- 
ator Russell or anybody else, insofar 
as it is humanly possible to avoid it. 
To do so would be to traduce what 
we regard as a great public trust in- 
volved in operating newspapers and 
make us guilty of that which we so 
roundly condemn in Russell. He has 
friends who probably take the Macon 
papers, and they have rights as sub- 
sceribers which we should not and will 
ignore. If we should slip, the

About 250,000 Acres in 
State Planted in Improv- 
ed Variety of Seed. Re- 
port From Athens Says.

ATHENS, Ga.. Sept. 7.—Approxi- 
mately 100,000 bales of one-rarioty 
cotton will be grown in Georgia this 
year, according to an estimate re 
leased here by F. C. Westbrook. ex- 
fension cotton specialist of the State 
College of Agriculture. 

According to the report, about 250.- 
000 acres were planted in 100 com- 
munities im more than 50 connties 
in Georgia this year. This is in 
comparison with 1921, four yeare ago, 
when the one-variety movement wae 
started in the state. 

Several long staple varieties are now 
heing rlanted hy Georgia farmers, 
Stonerille No. 2 leading in acreage 
and bales produced. 

()ne-variety cotton seed are furnish- 
ed farmers who agree to plant then 
exclusively. the staple heing ginned 
at designated points, where there ia 
no danger of the eeed being mixed 
with infrior grades. 

From One half To one cent per pone 
nore is paid for the long staple than 
for the short staple, the increased 
value of thia year’s one-varlety er 
being set af more than $1.000.000 

The improve lint has much greater 
spinning valne and makes much he- 
ter and stronger varn. It ie ect- 
mated Georgia mills alone could use 
a half-million bales of the long staple 
each year.

Relation and Religion. 

Let repeat a favorite premise, 
that all religion begins with the be- 
lief that God does reveal Himself to 
men. Difference in religious systems 
and denominations grow out of dif- 
ferences as to the mode and the sub- 
stance of the revelations. When we 
raise the question, what do we mean 
hy a revelation, we might agree that 
it is a communication from one in- 
telligence to another intelligence. In 
order for one make a revelation 
of himself, there must be someone who 
can understand the revelation. So 
for a divine revelation to value, 
if must be understandable by him to 
whom it is made. If the divine would 
reveal a truth to the human, it must 
be in terms of human reason. 

Since divine revelation must 
terms of human understanding, this 
revelation must he limited to the nar- 
row confines of human understanding. 
For this reason revelation is always 
partial. No one man, church, or 
age, can receive a complete revelation 
divine truth. Soa God's revelation 
of Himeelf has heen gradual—an un- 
folding of truth from age to ag?, and 
generation to generation. in terms of 
human understanding. and fitted to 
the development of each age and each 
individual. 

From this standpoint, the protest 
which we often hear, against 
questioning of the old doctrines, or 
re-examining the faith of our fathers, 
is stupid and hurtful. These doctrines

It is difficult to sympathize with 
the protest of many religionists 
against a “rational religion.” unless 
it is a misunderstanding of what we 
mean by “rational.” Paul rightly in- 
sisted that each one of us should be 
able to “give a reason for the faith 
which is within him.” Then one's 
faith «should be reasonable. or “ra- 
tional.” I do not pretend to under- 
stand, or be able to explain, all that 
[ believe, but I ought to he able to 
understand, and to explain, why I 
believe. We all believe, in some sort 
of way, in electricity. gravity, and 
germs. All of these expressions of na- 
ture are mysteries beyond a most lim- 
ited point of our knowledge. We do 
not understand them, nor are we able 
to explain them, but we under- 
stand, and can explain, why we put 
our faith in certain lawe which seem 
to govern them.

There are many interesting 
in Panama. For example, you 
twin-cities at each end of the 
On the Atlantic side you have 
American city of Cristobal and the 
Panamanian city of Colon, the two 
names adapted from the discoverer of 
America, Christopher Columbus. Only 
a street divides the two cities. On 
the Pacifie side you have Balboa 
Heights where the Americans live 
who operate the canal and the Panama 
Railroad. and Panama City, the cap- 
‘tal of the nation. A wide street, the 
Fourth of July avenue, is the dividing 
line. The poleemen 1n Christobal, 
Balboa Heighta and throughout the 
Canal Zone are a detachment of the 
nolice department of Washington, 
District of Columbia. 

Christmas Dav is the hottest day in 
the vear and the coldest day is the 
Fourth of July, but you would never 
know the difference in the tempera- 
ture. The sun seems to rise in the 
west and set in the east. Water runs 
up hill at Miraflores lecks. Automo- 
biles keep to the left side of the 
street, and nobody but tourists wear 
Panama hats. The climate would 
probably unbearable but for the 
trade winds. The equator is only 
nine degrees south of Panama. ‘They 
have a dry season and a rainy season, 
and those of us who made the recent 
trip will testify that this is the rainy 
season. Even so. they are undisturb- 
ed by any amount of rain or sunshine. 
They wear a minimum of clothing. 

As: the ship approaches Cristobal, 
one sees one of the most beautiful 
ports in American waters. Magnifi- 
eent docks have heen constructed DV 
the Tnited States to care for the 
world-wide traffie through the canal.

Loading of Fruit. 


One of the most interesting things 
we saw on the cruise was the loading 
of fruit on our ship. The United Fruit 
Company owns vast acreage in all 
tropical countries. where 
many kinds of fruits. 
we visited banana plantations, coco- 
nut plantations, coffee 
cocoa bean plantations, pineapple 
nlantations and avocada pear planta- 
tions. One plantation of 148,000 
acres of bananas, near Almirante, 
Panama, was being harvested and our 
ship brought back a large cargo from 
that plantation. ' 

I eould write indefinitely of the 
heautiful tropical flowers and luscious 
fruits. Think of seeing festoons of or- 
ehids hanging from mahogany trees! 
Jungles of hibiscus! Corral vines in 
profusion! Date palms and oranges! 
And every dav one sees gorgeous rain- 
bows spanning these natural gardens. 

We stopped at Havana going and 
returning, and IT must mention that 
interesting city of more than half-a- 
million people with its beautiful har- 
bor, guarded by the magnificent Morro 
Castle fort and its sea-wall drive, 
adorned with some of the finest monu- 
ments I have ever seen, and in the 
background the majestic dome of the 
finest statehouse in the world. I had 
read about the capital building at 
Havana, but one must see it to fully 
appreciate its grandeur.

Other green materials—such as grass, 
weeds, and vegetable trimmings—are 
accumulated, place them in this pen 
and allow them to rot. 

Of course this method is very slow, 
as it usually takes about two yéars 
for them to rot sufficiently that they 
are of any value as garden fertilizer. 
For this rotting process to be fin- 
ished within two years, even, it will 
be necessary that the heap be kept 
constantly wet. It should never be 
allowed to dry out, as that stops the 
that is being 
carried on. It is well to leave a 
small depression in the top and cen- 
ter of the pile in order that the rain- 
fall will be held as often and as long 
as possible. With a summer such as 
we have just been through you can 
well imagine the trouble involved in 
keeping even a little pile of leaves 
Wet at all times, much less any. large 
pen of leaves. : 

There iS g new, scientific method 
that is much easier and quicker than 
the slower method outlined. These 
Same leaves may. be converted into 
real manure by the use of certain 
chemical compounds that may be pro- 


|cured with little trouble and applied 


with even less trouble. The strang- 
est thing about this artificial manure 
is that thorough field tests have shown 
that it is either equal to real animal 
manure or superior to it. These 
chemical compounds are eupplied in 


the form of powder and are applied 


by simply dusting them on the leaves. 

It fsn’t necessary to wait until @ 
large quantity of leaves is accumu- 
lated to start making them into ma- 
nure. As fast as the leaves and other 
vegetable matter is collected, it may - 
be treated. As the leaves are collects 
ed place them in a crate and as each 
foot is reached apply the correct 
amount of these powders on the top 
and thoroughly soak them down. 
When another foot has been accumu- 
lated apply some more of the powders 
and soak them down thoroughly again. 


These layers should be packed into 
ithe crate as tightly as possible. 


If 
this system is followed it won't be 
long until you are taking the ripened 


/Mmanure from the bottom of the crate 


and adding fresh leaves and vegetable 
matter at the tcp. A fine continuous 
supply of fine manure is available at 
all times. In this manure there can 
be no chance of having weed seeds 
or wild grass seeds. 

After you have been carrying this 


| process on for a short length of time 
'you will always have plenty of ma- 


nure at all times, and at a cost far 
lower than stable manure. You need 
not limit yourself to the use of leaves, 
as almost any non-woody vegetable 
waste such as grass, weeds, vegetable 


may be used. 

This method of disposing of gar 
trash has a number of distinct 
advantages: an excellent practical 
method of disposing of garden trash 
as it accumulates and does away with 
the dangers involved in buring leaves 
and trash. But the greatest advantage 


of all gives your garden a good steady 


source of supply for fine manure full 
of humus. There is no better source 
for humus than decayed vegetable and 
anima! matter.

Most of the crowd stand idle as on- 
lookers, a few continue their assault. 
Murphy is ducking the stones. Men, 
and women too, surround him He’s 
bruised from knuckles, stones, sticks. 
Mrs. Murphy tries to get to him, yelling, 
“Jim, my Jim!” The crowd pushes her 
away. Someone speeds off to get a State 
(Heep we for fear Murphy will be torn 
imb from limb. Soon you hear motor- 
cycle sirens, and troopers come—and 
Murphy in his bathing suit, drenched, 
bleeding, bruised—is taken to jail at the 
nearest town, while the crowd follows 
with cries of “Lynch him!” 

Out there in the lake is a boatload of 
crying children—and the body of a 
little drowned girl.

It is from The Acts of the 
Apostles: “Then they cried out with a 
loud voice, and stopped their ears, and 
ran upon Him with one accord and 
stoned Him.” When he reads that he 
falls on his cot, face downward, and 
sobs. Other times he sits on the edge of 
the cot, like the statue of “The Thinker” 
—staring, just staring. He is asked a 
question: “Did you deliberately drown 
Marie Meyer?” 

“No!” he answers, “] am the fool who 
rocked the boat—but before God l’m no 
murderer !” : 

Over and over again ne repeats the 
phrase, sometimes passionately, some- 
times calmly. There’s no evidence of 
boat-rocking, but he uses that phrase in 
a figurative sense, just to show how fool- 
ish he was. Listen again, he'll talk freely, 
convincingly, for he’s been reputed for 
fair-dealing and honesty. 

“It was purely and simply an acci- 
dent. I loved Marie as much as my own 
flesh and blood. I would no more have 
harmed her than I would have my own 
daughter or son. I loved her like my 
child. I loved her.... Oh, God....TI 
took her on an outing to celebrate her 
15th birthday!

thought I might possibly have 
twins.

England, and how she removed the bur- 
den of impossibly heavy taxes from the 
townsfolk of Coventry, many, many 
years ago. The Lord of the town, her 
husband Leofric, was ruthless in his de- 
mands for more and more monetary 
tribute from his subjects. Unable to 
mect such demands, the people pleaded 
with his lovely wife to intercede in their 
behalf. 

The haughty nobleman retorted that 
the townsfolk were base and dishonor- 
able. So his wife proposed to test them 
by riding the full length of the town clad 
only in her long, beautiful tresses. Le- 
ofric consented in advance to lifting the 
unbearable taxes if all the inhabitants 
should prove honorable enough to bar 
their windows and doors and spare their 
benefactor any possible feeling of shame.

Kathryn Parks, 
seventeen-year-old dancer, shot and 
killed him—not because he was a “Peep- 
ing Tom,” but because she THOUGHT 
he was! 

A coroner’s jury couldn’t decide 
whether the young girl was justified in 
firing at the shadow she saw through the 
window of her home in Huntington Park 
and asked that further inquiry be made 
into the shooting. Soon afterward, 
Deputy District Attorney Charles Grif- 
fin, who was present at the inquest, ad- 
vised that a manslaughter charge be filed 
in juvenile court and Henry Atkinson, 
Chief of Police of Huntington Park, 
signed the complaint.

“There was another noise at the 
screen and mother rushed into the bath- 
room and turned out the light there,” 
continued the almost hysterical young 
girl. 

“Did you think there was a prowler 
outside?” the court asked. 

“Heavens!” screamed the de- 

fendant. “What do you think?” 
Then gaining control of her 
emotions once more she added: 
“Yes, 1 think there was some- 
body there.” 

“Did the noise outside 
frighten you?” 

“It did,” answered Miss 
Parks, “but the way my moth- 
er acted frightened me even 
more. She was hysterical 
and from the tense way she

Miss Parks’ voice rose to a piercing 
shriek. “No, no, no—” and, hysterically 
waving her arms before her, the dis- 
tressed girl collapsed. A recess was de- 
clared until she recovered. 

Kathryn’s mother, Mrs. Ruth Parks, 
confirmed her daughter’s testimony, only 
adding that when she heard the shot she 
to Kathryn, “What have you 
done?” and she answered, “I couldn't 
possibly have hit anyone, mother,I shot 
directly toward the ground.” 

Mrs. Margaret Hale, who lives next 
door to the Parks’ home, at the inquest 
said that she saw young Glenn cross the 
yard but that he hadn't stopped to peek 
into the window. At the trial she added: 

“On the night of the shooting I was 
looking out of my window, and saw a 
man step off the sidewalk, and come 
toward the Parks’ house. He looked in 
the window. I went to get my husband 
to tell him somebody was looking in win- 
dows, but while I was gone | heard a 
shot. I couldn’t identify the figure I saw 
walking across the lawn.” 

Various people testified to the good 
character of Drewyor, saying that he 
was a studious lad and had never been in 
any trouble before he was killed. The 
decision was left up to the court, after 
all the testimony had been heard, as it 
always is on charges of juvenile de- 
linquency growing out of mansiaughter.

arms. Under this ruling of the juvenile 
court, the girl will be required to report 
at stated intervals.

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What Was Justice In This Case? 


De Saulles Shooting Called Classic 


Example of Unwritten Law Homicide 


By PETER LEVINS. 


N THE twelve years or 50 

that the justice stories have 

been running. this periodical 
has reviewed not a few homicide 
cases in which the so-called un- 
written law played a leading role. 
Almost invariably the stories have 
been published under the head- 
ing ‘What Has Happened to Jus- 
tice?” the reason being that al- 
most invariably, in this type of 
homicide, the jury has disregard- 
ed the law as it is written and ac- 
quitted the defendant. In other 
words, almost without exception 
juries have declared in effect that 
there is something lacking, some- 
thing inadequate, something un- 
reasonable, in our legal system. 

Yet society as a whole will not 
admit that the unwritten law, 
whose roots go back to the most 
primitive times, eons before there 
ever was such a creature ak a de- 
fense lawver in a frock coat, de- 
serves a place in our code. In the 
face of an almost unbroken chain 
of acquittals in cases having to do 
with the sanctity of virtue. the 
home, marriage motherhood, 
womanhood and _ the like, our 
best legal brains still insist that 
they are right and that the juries 
are sentimental saps 

It should be obvious that here 
is quite a knotty problem. Are 
the prosecutors right when they 
points out that this wide-eved de- 
fendant committed an _ offense 
when she killed her husband be- 
cause she _ found rouge-stained 
cigarets ‘(Kirkwood case) in the 
house? Or should we trail along 
with the defense attorneys when 
thev take out their handkerchiefs 
and beseech the jurv to “send 
this poor suffering mother (cases 
foo numerous to mention) back to 
her baby?” 

Should the unwritten law, or 
some modification of if, be accept- 
ed officially and incorporated in- 
to our legal code? Or should we 
let things and trust that 
eventually juries will decide ace 
cording to the statutes? 

Lawver Newman Levy. in dis- 
cussing the subject in the cur- 
rent American Mercury, offers no 
solution but he suggests that 
there may be elements in the un- 
written law which might be as- 
similated into the written law 
“A beginning.’ he says, “could be 
made bv a revision of the ar- 
chaic definition of insanitv.”’

filled the New York newspapers 
18 vears ago this month, “con- 
tained every essential element of 
the classical unwritten law mur- 
der case.’ The wife was voung 
and beautiful. the husband a blue- 
blooded playbov, and there was 
a child, aged four-and-a-half. Al- 
so a simply marvelous defense at 
torney. . 
The husband and victim was 
Jonn Longer De Saulles, former 


ao one 
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Star quarterback of Yale. He was 
a son of Mr. and Mrs. Arthur De 
Saulles, of South Bethelehem, Pa., 
and was connected with some of 
the oldest Knickerbocker families. 

One of his aunts was Mrs. John 
G. Heckscher, another was Mrs. 
Stephen Van Rennsselaer. Mrs. 
George B. McClellan was a cou- 
sin, and so was Captain Philip 
Lydig. In other words, important 
people. 

Soon after his graduation ‘in 
1901, De Saulles went to Chile as 
a representative of the South 
American Concessions Company, 
an English concern which was 
building a railroad across the 
Andes from Chile to Argentina. 
There, in Santiago, he met 16- 
year-old Blanca Errazuriz, beauti- 
ful, sheltered daughter of Chilean 
aristocracy, who had just returned 
from school int England. Blanca 
also came from important people 
-three presidents of Chile, among 
others. Her family had been weal- 
thy for generations. 

Unfortunately this child and 
handsome, dashing Jack De Saul- 
les fell in love with each other. 
Unfortunately they were married 
in December, 1911, when the tiny, 
flower-like Blanca was only 17. 
Unfortunately a son was born one 
year later. Thev named him John 
Longer De Saulles Jr. 

Very likely the marriage was 
foredoomed to fail, or at least to 
run into extremely stormy weath- 
er, Blanca was very young, very 
inexperienced, and rather spoiled.

Aft- 
er Wilson was elected he named 
the former Yale captain minister 
of Uruguay but De Saulles re- 
signed without ever going to Uru- 
guay. He preferred to remain in 
New York. where his friends and 
interests lav, and where his wife's 
did nol

July, 1916. She named Joan Saw- 
yer, the dancer, as co-respondent, 
and Miss Sawyer made vigorous 
denials. Pending trial of the sult 
Blanca received $300 a month al- 
imony and $1,000 counsel fees. By 
agreement between husband and 
wife De Saulles was permitted to 
see his son whenever he desired 
for a period of three hours at one 
time. 

The young wife won her divorce 
in December, 1916, but this wic- 
tory hardly solved the problem. 
What she wanted, chiefly, was to 
have her son, and to live back 
home in Chile. But she obtained 
only partial custody of the lad— 
De Saulles was to have Jackie five 
months out of the 12. 


The father had custody of the 
boy that fall, while Blanca was 
away on a trip to Europe. The 
mother had him from November 
until the following May, when it 
became the father’s turn. But a 
few days before the day arrived 
Mrs. De Saulles made application 
through the courts to allow her 
to take Jackie to Valparaiso, 
Chile, in order that she might 
visit her mother, who was exceed- 
ingly ankious to see the grand- 
child. 

But here she encountered dif- 
ficulties. There had been inserted 
in the divorce decree an agree- 
ment by her that she would not 
take the boy abroad during the 
continuation of the war because 
of the danger of travel. (German 
submarines were at this time sink- 
ing ships by the dozen in the 
north and south Atlantic.) The 
mother, becoming increasingly 
vexed, and egged on by her fam- 
ily and friends, then asked the 
courts to set aside this stipula- 
tion. 

No harm would come to the 
child, she stated, because she 
would charter a steamship for 
herself, son and attendants. She 
asserted in her affidavit that ‘I 
must either give up my clild and 
let him remain here or give up my 
mother and friends in Chile. I 
have but few friends here and my 
mother is aged and anxious to see 
mv son. If mv application is de- 
nied I am certain it will injure 
mv health.” 

“But the supreme court turned 
her down. Jackie went to live at 
The Box, his father’s place at 
Westbury. L. I. The mother, who 
was occupying a house at Roslyn, 
L. I., stormed and raged. Her 
family felt very bitter. It is not 
at all unlikely. that some kindly 
sympathizer remarked that De 
Saulles deserved to be shot. 

On the evening of August 3, 
1917, shortly before 8 oclock, 
Bianca De Saulles hired a taxicab 
to take her to her former hus- 
band's house. The evidence later 
was that she first called The Box 
and asked to speak to De Saulles, 
that De Saulles told his valet, 
Jules Hadamak, to sav that he 
was not at home, that he had 
gone to the club. At any rate, she 
set out in the cab, accompanied by 
her maid, Suzanne Monteau. Her 
intention, she said, was to take 
Jackie away with her. 

When she entered the house she 
found De Saulles lying on a couch. 
Jackie was playing near him on 
the floor. Also present were De 
Saulles’ sister, Mrs. Caroline De- 
gener, and Marshall Ward, a 
friend of the family. The child's 
grandfather, Arthur De Saulles, 
was also in the house at the time. 
According to the witnesses, De 
Saulles said, ‘“‘How are you, Blan- 
quita?”’

voung mother was locked 
up in the Nassau county jail af 
Mineola—and the reporters had 
a storv. Henrv A. Uterhart. one of 
the best lawyers in the east, got 
the case immediately, and thanks 
to his efforts, Blanca became a 
most svmpathetic figure Her 
first statements, released to the 
press via Uterhart, pictured De 
Saulles as.a brute and a beast. 

But whv had she taken that 
gun with her? The answer was, 
“As a measure of protection.’ She 
had not gone to The. Box to 
shoot De Saulles, but merely to 
take away her son. District At- 
tornev Charles R. Weeks insisted 
that it had been deliberate mur- 
der—‘‘vou can't get awav from 
the fact that she took a revolver 
with her. 

Uterhart continued to lambast 
De Saulles and to exalt his client. 
“Picture this little woman,” he 
exclaimed. “the great promise of 
her vouth, the most sought-after 
senorita in all Latin America, and 
then see how it a]l ends in a trag- 
i¢ marriage. Love is destroyed 
and ideals gone here she lanquish- 
ed. a stranger in a strange land, 
self-banished from home _ and 
friends for the sake of this child 
whose very love they seek to de- 
prive her of. Picture her desper- 
ation when she learns this. I do 
not believe that there is a jury 
in the land that will not free 
Blanca De Saulles.” 

The dead man’s brother, Charles, 
who had been in the west when 
the tragedy happened, hurried

east and issued an angry state- 
ment in which he defended his 
brother’s character, 

“I should have thought,’ he 
said, in referring to Uterhart’s 
statements, “that even the ma- 
lignity of a hired slanderer would 
have waited until after the fun- 
eral of his victim.’’ The De Saulles 
family was being represented by 
George Gordon Battle. 

But there was no stopping the 
ballyhoo. “MRS. DE SAULLES 
MUST SEE HER CHILD, PHYS- 
CIAN SAYS,” screamed the Her- 
ald. There were also stories that 
confinement in jail was endan- 
gering her health. The De Saulles 
family did permit the child to 
visit her within a day or so after 
the shooting. And she was remov- 
ed from her cell and given more 
comfortable quarters with Sheriff 
Phineas Seaman and his wife. 

At the inquest the accused wom- 
an's maid testified in favor of her 
mistress. She declared Mrs. De 
Saulles had believed her former 
was at the Meadow 
Brook Hunt Club, that her only 
intention was to take away the 
child, that De Saulles told her 
she could not have Jackie “now 
or ever,” and that he was on the 
point of striking Mrs. De Saulles 
when she opened fire. This did 
not precisely tally with the fact 
that he was shot in the back. 

The oher witnesses disagreed 
with Miss Monteau’s version. 

The trial opened November 19, 
1917, before Justice David F. Man- 
ning. .The Herald's three-column 
head on page 1 said—— 

MRS. DE SAULLES ON TRIAL 
FOR MURDER IS A GIRLISH 
PICTURE OF FORLORN GRIEF 

And down in the story there ap- 
peared the following: 

“Only once during the five 
hours of her life ordeal (‘refer- 
ring to the first -day’s session) 
did this little Chilean flower, 
blighted before ever it had bloom- 
ed, relax her sad, set lips in the 
shadow of a smile.” 

She was clothed in a sort of 
convent-girl costume—her slender 
form was swathed in a white 
crepe de chine blouse and pleated 
black skirt with black belt of the 
same material, knotted into a 
sma]! bow at the front. Her taw- 
nv, warm brown hair was drawn 
back simply from the forehead 
She wore neither ring, jewel nor 
ornament of any kind. 

The substance of District At- 
torney Weeks’ opening was that 
the child, at the time of the ho- 
micide, was properly in the cus- 
tody of the father, that Mrs. De 
Saulles had gone to the house 
with a gun, that she had fixed the 
safety catch, on the revolver, and 
that she had shot De Saulles to 
death when he refused to give 
her the child. 

Defense Attorney Uterhart, aft- 
er telling the Jury about Blanca’s 
Sheltered life and unhappy mar- 
riage, asserted that she had not 
been responsible for her act, that 
her mind was a blank at the time 
of the shooting. He said that she 
had hurt her head as a child. 
having fallen against an andiron, 
that she was thrown on her head 
in a motor accident two vears be- 
fore the shooting, and that she 
had suffered a sunstroke in 1913. 

The defendant was on the stand 
in direct examination for four 
hours on November 26. She told 
Of calling The Box, and of sum- 
moning the taxicab. She told of 
going into the house and saving 
to De Saulles, “I want him and 
I've come to take him.” She con- 
tinued as follows: 


Look on Husband's 
Face “Stunned” Her. 


“Then he looked at me and said, 
‘You can't have him: you cant 
ever have him.’ I saw a _ look 
come over his face. I think I was 
stunned then. I felt a frightful 
pain in my head. I still seem to 
hear those words.” 

At this point, with the whole 
courtroom hanging on her words, 
the witness paused . painfully. 
There was a perfect silence in the 
room. Everyone waited. At length 
she murmured, “That's all.” 

Justice Manning looked down 
at her. “Is that all you know?” he 
inquired in kindly tones. 

“Yes,” she whispered. 

She was excused. The 
morning Weeks tackled her on 
cross-examination, but could not 
Shake her statement that she re- 
membered nothing from the mo- 
ment that look came over De 
Saulles’ face until a couple of days 
later, when doctors were examin- 
ing her in jail. She could not 
remember arranging about a law- 
yer after the shooting, or anv 
events after the tragedy. 

There were the usual medica] 
experts. Uterhart asked one of 
them a 15,000-word hypothetical 
question and the witness replied 
that in his opinion the defendant's 
mind had been blank at the mo- 
ment she emptied the gun into 
the one-time Yankee Prince. 

Uterhart just let himself go in 
his final appeal to the jury, play- 
ing the unwritten law for all it 
was worth. He finished his ora- 
tion by addressing his client, who 
lifted her eves gravely and af- 
fectingly. 

“Mrs. De Saulles,” he said, “vou 
need have no fear. I can see that 
vour fate is in the hands of 12 
honest men, of 12 real Americans 
of a type different from _ those 
whom vou have hitherto known. 
I feel sure when I look into their 
faces that a spirit has entered 
this courtroom—you know what 
I mean, the spirit of Him who 
said ‘Blessed are the merciful, for 
thev shal] obtain mercy.’” 

There wasn't a dry eye in the 
house, 

The jury filed out late in the 
afternoon of December 1, had 
their dinner, then filed back into 
the courtroom: As they were en- 
tering the box Juror No. 5 smiled 
at the defendant, then winked at 
her. She relaxed. The other ju- 
rors broke into happy smiles. The 
whole courtroom knew the ver- 
dict before Justice Manning took 
his seat.
